The charity workers who hav e toil­ 
ed so dilig ently to make the ball a tri­ 
umph were amazed by the immense 
and happy -hearted crowd; prominent 
Ruslnille men lacked words to ex ­ 
press their feeling when thev saw the 
throng of people that had g athered 
for charity 's sake; 
the multitude of 
people ex pressed their approbation by 
applauding and the members of 
the 
Rushv ille Furniture Factory beemod 
with satisfaction at the compliments 
which were paid them for their kind­ 
ness in g ranting the use of the new 
fa ctory free of charg e.

b eliev e su ch a cro wd co u ld 
be c o l ­ 
lected to g eth er in Ru sh v ille 
for a so­

Survivors of Stcne River Hold An­ 


nual Reunion Tcday. 


The annual meeting of the Nation­ 
al Association of the Surv iv ors of 
the Battle of Stone Riv er was held at 
Greenfield today . The meeting usual­ 
ly is held December 31, the anniv er­ 
sary of the first day ’s fig hting of the 
famous battle. 
Because of the in­ 
conv enience of the 
calendar, 
New 
Year’s day coming on Monday , 
the 
date of the meeting was chang ed 
to 
the anniv ersary o f the 
last o f th e 
three day s of fig hting . 
Th ere are 
more than 300 surv iv ors of the b attle, 
it is said. Th e p ro g ram 
for th e meet­ 
in g b eg an 
at 10 o’clock todav . 


It has dev eloped since y esterday 
that Alont Sells, “ The Boy Baritone,” 
or “ The Boy Behind the Voice,” who 
did solo work at the Palace theater 
up until Saturday nig ht, found his 
honey moon to be about 
the most 
stormy period of his life and that his 
income was not enoug h to meet the 
demands of two. 
He was 
married 
shortly before coming here two weeks 
ag o, and since his my sterious disap­ 
pearance Saturday nig ht it has been 
found that he left a string of bills 
amounting to $11.75, not including 
the six dollars wag es he drew at the 
Palace ahead of time. 
That old and oft-applied alleg ed 
truth that two can liv e cheaper than 
one sounds like a my th when the 
story of the short married career of 
“ The Boy Baritone,” and his plig ht 
now, are considered. 
He bore an ex ­ 
cellent reputation when ho appeared 
here looking for a position and his 
recommendations showed that he had 
been sing ing at other motion picture 
shows. 
But this married life was more than 
his earning capacity was calculated 
for. 
He had not worked at the Pa l­ 
ace a week before he beg an “ touch­ 
ing ” the manag ement for his wag es 
in adv ance. 
So lie continued 
along 
his brief career in this city until last 
Saturd ay . 
The Palace owners told Sells to 
“ stick around that lie mig ht be put 
<ai reg ular” as the soloist, Edwin 
Biddle, ex pected to leav e the first of 
this week. 
Sells promised that lie 
would remain and then “ hit” the own­ 
ers for a siy -dollar adv ance on this 
week’s pay . That’s the last ev er seen 
of 
and his fair bride. They left 
Rushv ille some time Saturday nig ht 
and Rushv ille people are out just 
SI7.75 as the result of their sudden j 
dc parture. 
After the owners of the Palace had 
learned Sells had skipped with that 


six dollars they beg an to inv estig ate, 
suspecting that he had departed due 
to 
other 
financial 
incumbrances. 
They found that he owes his board­ 
ing house keeper $5.75 board bill, 
it 
wa s discov ered also that he owes his 
milk man sev enty -fiv e cents, a local 
g rocery mnn. $3.70, a local resta u­ 
rant $1.20, and Biddle, the other so­ 
loist at the Palace, $1.35. 
Sells’ father is said to be a reliable 
and well-to-do business man of An­ 
derson. 
The Rushv ille people who 
were duped by “ The Boy Behind the 
Voice” will request his father to set­ 
tle. and if he rsfuses, they 
will file 
charg es ag ainst him in a local court. 
There is a bit of irony between 
the lines of the note which “ The Boy 
Behind the AToice” left for the owner 
of the boarding house where lie and 
his wife stay ed.

coldest month, with a mean tempera­ 
ture of 33.2 deg rees. 
April had the 
distinction of the g reatest amount of 
jprecqpitation« amounting fio 
4.77 
inches. 
May was the dry est month, 
when 91 inches of rain was recorded. 
The hig hest 
temperature of 
the 
y ear was recorded J uly 4, when the 
mercury rose to 103 deg rees, while 
the lowest mark was reco n fed J an. 
4, when the temperature fell to 3 de­ 
g rees abov e zero. 
The hig hest wind 
for the y ear was recorded 
Nov . 11, 
when the wind reached a v elocity of 
fifty -two miles. 
Total precipitation of 
the y ear 
was 33.32 inches. 
The normal pre­ 
cipitation is 41.48 inches. 
The rain­ 
fall, therefore, was 8 .10 inches below 
the normal. 
The total snowfall for 
the y ear was 11.8 inches. 
December was slig htly warmer than 
in prev ious y ears. 
The mean tem­ 
perature for the month was 36.7 de­ 
g rees, this being 4.1 deg rees abov e 
the normal of 32.0 deg rees. 
The to­ 
tal precipitation for the month was 
2.54 inches, this being .5 inch below 
the normal for the month. 
The hig h­ 
est temperature was 61 deg rees, re­ 
corded December 10, while the lowest 
was 28 deg rees, recorded December 
28 .

Slig htly warmer weather is pre­ 
dicted for today . 
The temperature 
al 7 o’clock y esterday morning was 
10 deg rees, but by noon it had risen 
Ito 23 deg rees. 
It fell g radually y es­ 
terday afternoon, a nda tili lower tem­ 
peratures were ex pected during the 
nig ht, followed by a rise this morn­ 
ing .

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FORESTS HELP GIVE HEALTH 


Mitigate Heat and Cold and Check 
Tendency of Earth to Ex ces­ 
sive Dryness. 


Forests contribute to the general 
health by breaking the force of stead­ 
ily blowing winds. 
They mitigate the 
heat of summer by the vast amount 
of evaporation that occurs in their 
leaves by day. 
By night the corre­ 
sponding condensation of moisture up­ 
on the leaves still further absorbs the 
heat on the evaporation of the mois­ 
ture the nex t morning. They also pro­ 
mote rainfalls. 
Thus they check the 
tendency of the earth to too great 
dryness, which is almost as injurious 
to health as it is to vegetation, for 
epidemic diseases are sure to do their 
fatal work where the soil-water is be­ 
low the ordinary standard. 
Hence cholera often passes a wood­ 
ed district and revels in a treeless 
one. 
There are numerous facts like 
the following: A certain road in In­ 
dia leads for six ty m iles through a 
dense forest 
Further on it runs for 
ninety m iles through a barren plain. 
Hundreds of persons travel the entire 
road daily. Now, in the first or wood­ 
ed section, cases of cholera seldom 
occur, while within the latter it has 
been of frequent occurrence. One year 
cholera raged in Allahabad. 
Soldiers 
■whose barracks were on a hill suffered 
the most from the epidemic; those in 
barracks surrounded by four rows of 
trees much less; but not a sing le case 
occurred among the soldiers whose 
barracks were in a thicket. 
It was 
the same the nex t year.

2.—In one cell at 
tho county jail is Mrs. Mary T. Godau, 
her son, W illie Green, is in another, 
and her daughter, Theresa Virginia 
W asserleben, is in still another, charg­ 
ed with murder, the victim being Fred 
W asserleben, husband of the latter, 
and for some time a member of the 
Mobile police department. 
The body
